Kennedy  quits 
as  Carter  wins 


NEW  YORK  (AP)  —  President  Carter  was  guaran¬ 
teed  renomination  Monday  night  in  a  quick  and 
dramatic  finish  to  Sen.  Edward  M.  Kennedy’s 
challenge.  The  Democratic  National  Convention 
foretold  Carter’s  victory  by  sealing  his  delegate  ma¬ 
jority,  and  Kennedy  promptly  withdrew  as  a  can¬ 
didate. 

The  story  of  the  Democratic  ticket  was  written 
within  hours  of  the  opening  gavel  at  Madison  Square 
Garden  —  first  a  vote  to  require  that  delegates  abide 
by  the  promises  they  made  to  the  candidates,  then 
Kennedy’s  concession  that  his  nine-month  campaign 

“President  Carter’s  forces  have  won  an  impressive 
victory,”  Kennedy  told  reporters.  “I  have  just  called 
President  Carter.  My  name  will  not  be  placed  in 
nomination.” 


Carter  won  with  270  votes  to  spare  in  the  pivotal, 
opening  night  test  that  closed  the  last  comeback 
route  left  to  Sen.  Edward  M.  Kennedy  and  assured 
that  the  president  will  again  lead  the  Democratic 
ticket. 

With  the  adoption  of  the  rule  that  cemented  his 
hold  on  a  delegate  majority,  Carter  defeated  Ken¬ 
nedy’s  last  available  challenge. 

While  the  delegates  clinched  Carter’s  victory,  Ken¬ 
nedy  watched  from  his  Waldorf-Astoria  Hotel  head¬ 
quarters  as  his  last,  longshot  chance  of  cracking  the 
president’s  majority  was  undone. 

Then  he  conceded,  saying  that  he  was  a  “realist,” 
and  saw  no  reason  to  continue  the  challenge. 


He  did  not  say  whether  he  will  campaign  for  the 
president  against  Republican  presidential  nominee 
Ronald  Reagan.  Even  before  Kennedy  withdrew, 
Carter  and  his  strategists  already  had  embarked  on  a 
conciliatory  campaign  to  gain  the  challenger’s  endor¬ 
sement  for  the  ticket. 

Kennedy  said  he  would  address  the  convention  as 
scheduled  when  it  takes  up  the  party  platform  on 
Tuesday.  “The  effort  on  the  nomination  is  over,”  he 
said.  But  the  efforts  over  Democratic  ^principles  must 
and  will  continue.  I  continue  to  care  deeply  about  the 
ideals  of  the  Democratic  Party.”  f 

Carter  won  with  270  votes  to  sparer  in  the  pivotal, 
opening  night  test  which  assured  that  the  president 
will  again  lead  the  Democratic  ticket.

crime.  Esplin  said  the  difference  bet¬ 
ween  second  degree  murder  and  man¬ 
slaughter  “involves  the  emotional 
state  of  the  defendant  at  the  time  the 
crime  is  committed.” 

Esplin  said  there  is  evidence  that 
Crane  was  suffering  from  emotional 
distress  at  the  time  of  the  incident. 

According  to  Dr.  Breck  LeBeque,  a 
psychiatrist  at  the  Utah  State 
Hospital,  Crane  has  received  examina¬ 
tions  from  five  psychiatrists  and  psy¬ 
chologists  since  the  incident.  LeBeque 
said,  “Most  of  the  examinations  regar¬ 
ded  Crane’s  condition  at  the  time  of 
the  examination,  not  at  the  time  of  the 
crime1.  However,  Crane  will  be  judged 
according  to  his  emotional  state  at  the 
time  of  the  incident. 

“The  first  examination,  on  March 
23,  1979,  found  Crane  incompetent  to 
stand  trial,  by  ruling  of  Judge 
>  Bullock,”  continued  LeBeck. 

,  But  a  year  later  Crane  was  judged 
competent  to  stand  trial  and  has  been 
recently  judged  legally  sane.

The  Forest  Service  has  not  set  a  cut¬ 
off  date  for  the  permit  this  time,  but 
will  continue  to  monitor  the  project  to 
make  sure  everything  goes  according  to 
specifications.  Marker  said  the  one 
major  stipulation  to  the  agreement  to 
extend  the  permits  was  that  no  on-site 
construction  can  begin  until  all  financ¬ 
ing  has  been  obtained. 

Sirman  emphasized  that  the  Forest 
Service  still  thinks  Heritage  Mountain 
is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  public. 

When  completed,  the  resort  complex 
will  become  one  of  the  largest  ski  vaca¬ 
tion  and  convention  sites  in  America, 
consisting  of  46  miles  of  ski  runs  which 
will  also  include  the  longest  vertical- 
drop  run  (6,300  feet)  in  North 
America.

Allen  causes  flooding  in  Texas 

HARLINGEN,  Texas  —  The  remnants  of 
Hurricane  Allen,  once  described  as  the  second 
strongest  Atlantic  hurricane  of  the  century,  dealt 
Texas  a  parting  blow  with  widespread  flooding 
Monday  and  dissolved  into  a  soggy  mess  over 
Mexico. 

The  storm  failed  to  deliver  the  knockout  punch 
that  forecasters  had  anticipated,  but  Texas  was 
nursing  bad  bruises  in  places. 

A  deluge  that  brought  up  to  16  inches  of  rain  to 
some  areas  as  the  storm  passed  drove  thousands 
from  their  homes  on  Monday. 

Corpus  Christi  police  reported  they  found  on 
North  Beach  the  body  of  an  unidentified  man, 
who  may  have  been  the  storm’s  first  victim  in  the 
United  States,  not  counting  two  others  who  died 
of  heart  attacks. 

Virtually  all  roads  were  closed  from  Port 
Aransas  and  Corpus  Christi,  on  the  middle  coast, 
to  the  Rio  Grande  Valley  in  South  Texas, 
preventing  many  of  the  200,000  residents  who  had 
fled  over  the  weekend  from  returning  to  their 
homes. 

Iran  elects  new  prime  minister 

IRAN  —  The  Iranian  Parliament  confirmed  for¬ 
mer  high  school  teacher  Mohammad  Ali  Rajaie  as 
the  country’s  new  prime  minister  Monday.  But 
sharp  differences  surfaced  between  him  and  Presi¬ 
dent  Abolhassan  Bani-Sadr,  friction  that  could 
further  complicate  efforts  to  free  the  American 
hostages. 

Monday  was  the  end  of  the  Islamic  holy  month 
of  Ramadan,  a  traditional  Moslem  day  of  mercy, 
and  U.S.  officials  had  held  out  a  faint  hope  that 
the  Iranians  might  announce  clemency  and 
freedom  for  the  hostages. 

But  although  the  official  Iranian  news  media 
reported  that  460  convicted  drug  offenders  had 
been  freed,  no  mention  was  made  of  the 
Americans,  who  were  in  their  282nd  day  of  cap¬ 
tivity. 

Iranian  leader  Ayatollah  Ruhollah  Khomeini 
has  said  the  hostages’  fate  must  be  decided  by  the 
Parliament,  or  Majlis.  Other  officials  said  the 
issue  could  not  be  taken  up  until  after  a  new  Ira¬ 
nian  prime  minister  and  Cabinet  are  installed. 
With  the  approval  of  Rajaie’s  nomination  Mon¬ 
day,  however,  there  still  was  no  date  set  for  the 
hostage  debate. 

Fear  of  jail  halts  suicide  guide 

LONDON  —  Britain’s  euthanasia  society 
“Exit”  announced  Monday  it  would  not  publish  a 
guide  on  how  to  kill  yourself  after  being  advised 
that  publication  might  land  its  officials  in  jail. 


...  jl  somber  news  conference,  executives  of  the 
45-year-old  society  declared  that  the  decision 
meant  “tragedy  and  continued  distress  and  per¬ 
sonal  suffering”  for  thousands  of  incurably  ill  peo¬ 
ple  longing  for  death. 

“It  is  a  tragedy  for  which  our  so-called  civilized 
society  should  be  condemned,  but  I  am  personally 
not  prepared  to  go  to  jail,”  said  Larry  Hill,  63,  a 
local  government  official  who  is  acting  chairman 
of  the  society. 

“I  don’t  believe  our  booklet  would  increase 
suicides  among  the  young  or  others  mentally  dis¬ 
turbed,”  Hill  said.  “They  have  the  means  to  do  it 
anyway,  they  merely  need  the  determination.  We 
are  concerned  with  people  who  are  not  able  to 
commit  suicide  unless  they  are  helped.” 


DNA  says  no  cancer  risk  for  vets 

WASHINGTON  —  The  Defense  Nuclear 
Agency  said  Monday  there  is  no  evidence  that 
U.S.  servicemen  who  occupied  the  two  atom- 
bombed  cities  of  Japan  after  World  War  II  were 
subjected  to  a  greater  risk  of  cancer  from  radiation 
exposure. 

“DNA‘s  extensive  research  over  the  past  10 
months  has  disclosed  no  basis  for  concern  by 
veterans  of  the  Hiroshima  and  Nagasaki  occupa¬ 
tion  force  over  an  increased  risk  of  adverse  health 
effects,”  the  Pentagon  agency  reported. 

About  100  ex-servicemen  have  filed  claims  with 
the  Veterans  Administration  alleging  they  have 
contracted  cancer  and  other  serious  illnesses  as  a 
result  of  exposure  to  radiation  during  cleanup 
operations  at  Hiroshima  and  Nagasaki. 

Officials  say  records  indicate  about  20,000 
American  servicemen  were  stationed  in  either  of 
the  two  cities  between  September  1945  and 
January  1946.  An  atom  bomb  was  dropped  on 
Hiroshima  Aug.  6,  1945,  and  another  on  Nagasaki 
three  days  later. 

Trial  date  set  for  radiation  lawsuit 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  A  federal  judge, Monday 
set  a  tentative  1981  trial  date  for  the  first  of  the 
lawsuits  filed  against  the  federal  government  by 
alleged  victims  of  radiation  from  Nevada  atomic 
bomb  tests. 

Saying  that  he  wanted  the  cases  to  proceed  as 
quickly  as  possible,  U.S.  District  Judge  Bruce 
Jenkins  set  the  Sept.  11,  1981,  court  date  as  part 
of  a  timetable  for  25  “representative”  cases. 

More  than  950  residents  and  former  residents  of 
Utah,  Nevada  and  Arizona  have  filed  claims 
against  the  federal  government,  seeking  compen¬ 
sation  for  deaths  and  illnesses  they  contend  were 
caused  by  fallout  from  the  Nevada  tests  in  the 
1950s  and  early  1960s. 


Provo  to  raise  water  rates 


The  Provo  City  Commission  has  approved  an  18 
percent  across-the-board  increase  in  water  rates  and 
a  mill,  levy  for  property  taxes  which  is  unchanged 
from  last  year. 

The  water  rate  increase  is  designed  to  bring  Provo 
up  to  date  with  the  master  plan  for  improvements 
and  additions  to  the  system,  said  Merril  Bingham, 
director  of  the  water  department. 

Bingham  said  the  department  has  not  asked  for  an 
increase  in  five  years.  “We  can  be  proud  we  don’t 
have  to  ask  for  more  than  18  percent  after  five  years.” 

Rate  increases  may  show  up  on  the  next  bills,  the 
director  said. 

The  rate  plan,  chosen  from  two  proposed  by  Burns 
and  McDonnell,  an  independent  engineering  firm 
which  conducted  a  rate  study  for  the  city,  is  designed 
to  make  sure  everyone  pays  a  fair  share  for  services, 
Bingham  said. 

Under  the  plan,  the  basic  rate  of  $3.50  per  1000 
cubic  feet  will  remain  the  same.  However,  21  cents 
will  be  charged  for  each  additional  100  cubic  feet, 
compared  to  the  16  cents  now  charged.  Hookup 
charges  have  also  been  revised  under  the  new  plan. 

Where  just  labor  and  materials  have  been  charged 
in  the  past,  an  “availability”  fee  will  now  be  collected 
to  cover  impact  costs,  Bingham  explained. 

The  rate  progressively  increases.  For  example,  the 
standard  five  inch  pipe  and  meter  will  now  cost  $675 
to  install;  a  one  inch  line,  $1000;  and  an  eight  inch 
line,  $11,000. 

Bingham  said  the  eight  inch  line  would  be  com-

parable  to  a  50-unit  apartment  complex,  which 
would  have  a  much  greater  impact  on  the  system

“We  feel  this  plan  will  be  more  equitable  for  all 
size  hookups,”  he  said. 

Large  commercial  buildings  with  fire  lines  (protec¬ 
tive  sprinkling  systems)  will  now  be  charged.  The 
director  said  a  charge  has  existed,  but  no  collections 
have  ever  been  made. 

Before  explaining  the  proposals,  Bingham  ex¬ 
pressed  concern  that  only  seven  persons  showed  up 
for  the  public  hearing. 

The  mill  levy  approved  by  the  commission  stands 
at  17.12,  the  same  figure  as  last  year. 

Based  on  estimated  assessed  property  values,  the 
levy  should  generate  a  revenue  of  approxiately  $2.5 
million,  said  City  Auditor  H.  Blaine  Hall. 

A  mill  levy  is  one-tenth  of  one  percent  of  a 
property’s  assessed  value.  Assessments  run  about  20 
percent  of  a  property’s  actual  market  value. 

Although  the  levy  total  is  unchanged  from  last 
year,  the  general  fund  experienced  an  increase,  while 
the  library  levy  decreased,  said  Commissioner 
Anagene  Meecham. 

A  third  fund,  the  bond  sinking  fund  which  covers 
principal  and  interest  on  general  obligation  bonds  of 
the  city,  remained  unchanged,  she  added. 

Mrs.  Meecham  said  that  the  city’s  collection  per¬ 
centage  has  decreased  from  between  95  to  97  percent 
down  to  92  percent. 

She  said  this  is  probably  because  late  payment 
fines  are  lower  than  savings  interest  rates.  Mrs. 
Meecham  said  this  practice  makes  tax  collection  un¬ 
duly  complicated.

Pentagon  study 
to  focus  on  MX 


Action  taken  Aug.  1 
by  the  House-Senate 
conference  committee, 
considering  the  fiscal 
1981  defense  authoriza¬ 
tion  bill,  will  allow  a 
Pentagon  study  to 
decide  whether  to  divide 
the  MX  basing  or 
restrict  it  to  Utah  and 
Nevada. 

The  compromise, 
which  the  Air  Force  con¬ 
tends  will  cost  an  ad¬ 
ditional  $3  billion  and 
be  less  effective 
militarily,  would  limit 
the  initial  phase  MX 
construction  for  Utah 
and  Nevada  to  2,300 
shelters.  The  missiles 
could  only  be  increased 
if,  after  completion  of  a 
study  by  the  secretary  of 
defense  of  an  alternative 
site,  Congress  deter¬ 
mined  that  adverse  cost 
or  military  reasons 
precluded  split  basing. 

The  site  chosen  for  the 
other  2,300  shelters  and 
200  missiles  of  the  full 
MX  system  is  Texas- 
New  Mexico. 


New  Mexico  would  come 
out  of  Nevada,”  he  said. 

The  net  effect  of  the 
compromise  is  that  an 
act  of  Congress  would  be 
required  before  the  full 
MX  system  could  be 
built  in  Utah  and 
Nevada,  Sen.

Stadium  seats  offered  to  personnel 

BYU  faculty  and  staff  who  wish  to  contribute  for 
seats  in  Cougar  Stadium  will  be  able  to  do  so  —  at 
levels  of  $200  and  $400  per  seat,  according  to  Carl  W. 
Bacon  of  the  Development  Office. 

“The  contributions  can  be  made  by  payroll  deduc¬ 
tion  over  a  period  of  many  months,”  said  Bacon. 

Prime  seating  has  been  reserved  for  faculty  and 
staff  in  the  existing  east  stand  at  contributions  sub¬ 
stantially  below  the  rate  for  the  general  public. 

The  $200  seats  are  in  Sections  RR,  SS,  W  and 
WW,  and  the  $400  seats  are  in  Sections  TT  and  UU. 

“Donors  will  have  rights  to  their  seats  for  their 
lifetimes  and  for  the  lifetimes  of  their  first  generation 
children,”  Bacon  said. 

He  said  that  the  brochure  and  information  released 
last  Monday  were  designed  for  the  general  public  and 
do  not  apply  to  BYU  faculty  and  staff. 

“Materials  designed  for  university  personnel,  in¬ 
cluding  a  payroll  deduction  authorization  statement, 
will  be  distributed  via  campus  mail  by  Aug.  15.  This

Chris  Makepeace 
piays  Clifford  Peache,  a 
small  but  sharp-witted 
student  in  a  new  school. 
Cliff  is  a  transfer  stu¬ 
dent  from  the  local 
private  academy,  un¬ 
used  to  the  special  “am¬ 
bience!’  of  a  big-city 
high  school. 

When  the  local  bully 
puts  Cliff  on  his  list, 
Cliff  decides  he  doesn’t 
want  to  play  the  game, 
or  pay  the  “protection 
fee”  the  bully  and  his 
gang  charge.
